The rules provide that idling, loafing 
or drinking by members of the gangs of 
fumigators is to be cause for instant 
removal. Where houses are oocupied 
courtesy but firmness is enjoined. Inter- 
preters are to be sent along with each 
gang sent into districts of foreigners. 

Where there is sickness, such parts of 
the house ate to be disinfected as will 
not disturb the patient. If the patient is 
dead or recovered, no excuse is to be 
taken for not fumigating. Policemen are 
to be at the service of the authorities. 


Tongue Lashings Expected.

““Foreméen must remember that they are 
invading the privacy of homes and dis- 
turbing the comforts of individuals, They 
must’ keep their- temper, try to make 
friends with these people and do the 
work assigned to them.”

The consensus of 
opinion was. that there is no yellow fever 
in Memphis. 

New Cases at Gultport. 

Jackson, Miss., August 3!.—Surgeon 
Wasdén reports three new cases of yel- 
low fever at Gulfport tonight, and states 
that the situation is well in hand along 
the gulf coast. Dr. Lebaron reports one 
case of fever at Pearlington, near the 
Louisiana line, and has taken charge as 
state health officer. 

No new cases are reported from Mis- 
sissippi City or Natchez. 

The Alabama and Vicksburg road will 
have its relay station east of Vicksburg 
at Beachweed, where all train crews wilj 
be changed. The arrangement wags per- 
fected today by the marine hospital ser- 
vice. 

No Development at Pensacola. 

Pensacola, Fla., August 3/.—There is 
nothing new in the yellow fever situa- 
tion here except perhaps more rigid jines 
have been drawn around what ig termed 
the infecteq district. Dr. Guiteras, the 
Cuban expert, arrived yesterday after- 
noon and immediately consulted Dr. Por- 
ter, Florida’s health officer. The opin- 
lon is strong that the disease ig nothing 
more than dengue fever, notwithstanding 
the published statement of the local 
health officer. Indignation is expressed 
that a good many people have-been given 
permits to pass through the police corddén 
at. will, while others are refused. Orders 
were issued today that delivery wagons 
with ice, milk, bread, etc, be allowed 
to go into the district once daily.

As a matter of ocurse tne controversy 
would have become heated, as each of 
the coroners tenaciously of purpose and 
jealously guarding the dignity. of his 
office would have stood firmly an] de-

manded the right to sit upon the case 
The only possible solution of the difft- 
culty, without judicial violence and un- 
seemly conduct on so grave an occasion 
would have been for tae coroner from 
Gwinnett county to take charge of thé 
legs, open his court and hold his in- 
quest over that part of the deceased, 
and for the coroner from Walton county 
to take charge of the head and body 
and perform his judicial function over 
the major part of tne deceased's anat- 
omy; in which event there would have 
been two counties, two coroners, two 
inquests, two verdicts, one corpse, one 
burial. Can any place beat this for a’ 
unique legal proceedings? Y% 

It will be remembered that Winder

| INVENTION OF AN ATHENS MAN 


| Device for the Copying of Letters 


and Documents. 7 

Athens, Ga: ,August 31.—(Special.)—D. 
W. McGregor, of this city, has patented 
a deevice for the copying of letters and 
documents that gives promise of prov- 
ing a great help to business and pro- 
fessional men. The device is fed with 
fifty blank sheets for receiving dupl cate 
transfer sheet, one copy 
of each writing and its duplicate. being 
made at a time. This simple but very 
efficient duplicator is a board device on 
which ss mounted a metal clip having 
posts. The clip is opened by an ec- 
centric lever. The first step or stop sets 
it in position to remove the written com- 
munication and its duplicate and to put 
another blank letter head in place. The 
second step opens the clip much wider 
to facilitate the placing of a fresh sup- 
ply of blanks, 

The trouble heretofore with all trans- 
fer contrivances has been in having to 
place with the hand the transfer sheet 
between the letter head and-the blank 
sheet that was to receive the duplicate 
copy. It took Mr. McGregor two years 
to perfect his invention, but it now re- 
moves that difficulty. 1t requires no 
more effort to operate this device than 
ordinary writing.

special appropriation for the purpose 
of erecting an industrial building. 

As a result of these appropriations, 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college for the practical education of 
young women will now be properly 
equipped for the accomplishment of 
its great mission. The lack of room 
has been sadly felt for several years, 
the growth of the school having been 
so great that it has entirely out- 
grown the single commodious build- 
ing which, since its establishment 
fifteen years ago, has served as the 
entire physical plant of the institu- 
tion. The annex to be built at a cost 
of $25,000 will afford the additional 
room demanded and add greatly to 
the utility of the institution. More 
pupils can be accommodated and the 
cramped condition of class roonr 
and industrial departments will be 
entirely relieved. The $3,000 extra 
on its annual support fund will furth- 
er increase the usefulness of the 
school to its patrons. 

It is statedeof the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial college that in its com- 
paratively short existence fully a 
thousand of its students, graduates 
and undergaduates have earned their 
own living by the practice of the in- 
dustria] arts that they learned in this 
institution, while more than 90 per 
cent of its graduates have followed 
for a livelihood the business that 
they learned there. One of the prime 
aims of the college has been to fit 
the young women of Georgia for 
home-makers by gegilving them thor- 
ough instruction in such useful 
branches as cooking, -household eco- 
nomics, home _ sanitation, sewing, 
dress-making, and so forth. It is a 
practical industrial school, in addition 
to. being a normal college, and its 
benefit to the ambitious girls of the 
state cannot be overestimated. 

The success of this great state ed- 
ucational institution will always be 
close to the hearts of the people of 
Georgia, and no small part of the 
phenomenal, success it has enjoyed 
is attributable to the fine ability and 
faithful labors of its present presi- 
dent, Professor M. M. -Parks. The 
excellent faculty associated with him 
has been lately strengthened in the 
normal work by the addition of Pro- 
fessors Pound and Wardlaw, well- 
known and highly efficient educa- 
tors.

The famed Atlanta lady over whom 
contending statesmen are fighting, and 
who is reported to be clothed only in a 
wreath of muscadinés, is responsible for 
& side discussion of her scant wardrobe 
—that is to say, of the kind of grapes she 
consents to wear. Even distant news- 
papers are discussing the muscadine and 
correspandents who differ as to the proper 
pronunciation of the term are rushing 
irrte ‘print, 

Some say it is ‘tmuscadeen,” others 
declare for “muscadyne,”’ and again we 
aré assured that it is ‘‘muscadin.’’ Web- 
ster prefers ‘‘muscadyne” and that is the 
pronunciation we have always heard in 
Georgia. A Leesport, Pa., -correspond- 
ent of The New York Sun says in part: 


“The vernacular term ‘bullis’ for mus- 
cadine occurs widely in the south, and 
is véry likely an old stock importation 
from rustic parts of England; the same 
as provincia]. English ‘bullace, a smal! 
plum.’ I have not been able to ascertain 
the origin of. ‘press’ peach jn the south, 
for ‘clingstones.’ There is a French 
word, presse, for the same kind of peach, 
but from rural France to the interior 
south is too great a jump for verbal 
synonyms just of this pattern.’’ 


In our opinion, from rural France to 
the Carolinas and Georgia is not ‘‘too 
great a jump for verbal synonyms,”’ in 
view of the large settlements of Hugue- 
not immigrants on the South Atlantic 
coast. Whatever may be the origin of 
“press” in the case of the peach re- 
ferred to, it is safe to declare for ‘‘mus- 
cadyne” as the proper pronunciation of 


the name of the grape which is often 


locally termed ‘‘bullis.’’

It was built by a Scotch American by 
the name of F. L. Barrada. While he 
occupied the ‘house a beautiful Cuban 
girl visited the Barradas. She disappear- 
ed and was supposed to have been kill- 
ed. She has haunteg the mansion since 
if the tales of the servants and those 
who have occupied it are to be believed: 
It is common repute that every perso: 
who has occupied this house has coms 
under the Barada blight: Some § die. 
others lose their fortunes. None escape 
some form of trouble. The house has 
been occupied by Calvin Brice, Waldorf- 
Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Mrs. Pot- 
ter Palmer and othera. None escaped 
the blight. Vanderbilt moved. out of 
the house a year before his time was 
up. He could not stand the pressure. 

A few weeks ago Thomas F. Walsh 
of Washington, moveg into the house. 
Immediately the wise ones began spec- 
ulating as to the length of his stay 
and whether or not he and his family 
would escape the bight. In the pa- 
pers. Sunday there was a syndicate 
erticle about the old house. There 
was published in connection with the 
story a picture of the beautiful ghosi 
of the Cuban woman, which is fre- 
quently seen, a picture of the house, of 
pretty Miss Evelyn Walsh, daughter of 
the present occupant, etc. The syndi- 
cated articles concluded, in part, as 
fcllows:

All 
they want Is a cessathon of these fumes 
spreading far ang wide over their terri- 
tory and they are determined to accom- 
plish thiS™~end even if they have to liti- 
gate the copper smelting works out 
existence, 

Unless some steps are taken pretty 
promptly to abate the nuisance, it is 
safe to -.predict that another suit will be 
filed: against the state of Tennessee in 
the Uniteq States gupreme court, and a 
mandamus asked for to compe! the re- 
sponsible parties to confirm their sulphur 
fumes or go out of business. The peo- 
| ple are thoroughly stirred up over the 

matter, and are determined that their 
forests and crops shall not be blotted out 
in the interests of any copper company. 


New Railroad Chartered. 

The Pelham, Bainbridge and Gulf Rail- 
road Company, with a capital stock of 
$100,000, was granted a charter yester- 
day by Secretary of State Philip Cook. 

The company proposes to build an en- 
trely new: line of railroad from Pelham, 
in Mitchell county, where it will connect 
with the Thomasville and Albany branch 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, through Bain- 
bridge, in Decatur county, to Fairchilds, 
in the southeastern part of the latter 
county and on the Chattahoochee river. 

The length of the new line wil] be 
about 52 miles, and it is understood it 
will be entirely independent of any other 
System: The project is said to be to 
carry it on ultimately into Florida and 
to the gulf coast.

“Council can do nothing,” said he, ‘“‘un- 
til the property owners along Peachtree 
Street petition for a new pavement. Un- 
derstand me, I do not mean that we 
could not go ahead and repave Peach: 
tree street without any action on 
part of the property owners. But :f we 
did adopt such a course the entire ex- 
pense would have to be met by the city, 
which would establish a preceuent that 
could not 
municipal bankruptcy. 

“The law _ provides 
third of the property owners—that is, 
the persons owning one-third of the 
frontage on any street—shall petition for 
a pavement the two-thirds not joining 
in the petition can be compelled to pay 
their qouta of the expenses, the city 
paying one-third of the total. But if the 
goes ahead and lays a pavement 
a property owners’ petition the 
whole expenses must be borne by, tne 
city. Any one can see in a second where 
*“such a policy: pursued in as much as 
one instance would lead. 


Red Tape Necessary. 

“Why the Peachtree street property 
owners do not sign and present such a 
petition to council is more than I can 
say. All I know is that until that is 
done the ‘street committee and council 
itself are absolutely powerless as far as 
Trepaving is concerned, unless they es- 
tablish the most dangerous sort of a 
precedent by having the city pay the 
whole bill for a new pavement. 

“AS a matter of fact, the Whitehall 
street folks have paid for three pave- 
ments and the Peachtree street folks 
have only paid for two. On Whitehall 
street the first pavement was rubble, the 
second belgian blocks and the third as- 
phalt. On Peachtree street when the 
rubble was removed the asphalt was laid. 

“Personally I am opposed to the use 
of asphalt for many reasons. One is 
that all or most of the money spent in 
that way goes out of the country or into 
the hands of a trust. The pavement that 
ought to be placed on Peachtree street 
is that made out of pine blocks, such as 
I saw in Toledo the other day. It is the 
smoothest, most durable, safest and most 
sanitary pavement in the world. 

“First a base of concrete is laid. The 
wood bricks are then préssed into posi- 
tion and treated with creosote. A thin 
coat of sand is, in finishing, spread on 
the top. The pavement is perfectly 
smooth, looks very much like asphalt 
after it has been in use for a time and 
is practically indestructible.’’ 

Alderman Holland also stated that Com- 
missioner Collier was doling everything 
possible to meet the requirements of the 
case, short of laying a new pavement, 
He stated that a plant for creosoting the 
pine blocks would cost $3,000 and that 
Mr. Collier could operate it. 

Mr. Collier’s Position, 

Commissioner Collier, in an interview 
given out yesterday, states his position 
in the matter fully. In the course of 
his remarks he refers to a communica- 
tion to council, calling attention to the 
bad condition of Peachtree street, and 
asking that some steps be taken to cure 
the evils. This communicau.on bears 
date of October 3, 1904, and was referred 
to the streets committee. 

He also calls attention to an article 
written by him for The Constitution, 
advocating the use of pine block pave- 
ments. his article was pubilished on 
July 3, 1904. Mr. Collier said yesterday: 

‘“{ cal] your attention to a communica- 
tion directed to his honor, the mayor, 
and the genera] council on October 3, 
1904, which was referred to the street 
committee, who examined the pavement 
and recommended the repair with con- 
crete, which was done. 

“In March of this year I took the 
matter up with the street. committee, 
and as a result they placed, for the first 
time, the paved streets under me—trans- 
ferring them from the city engineer in 
April... I bought the asphalt repair 
plant. which was received about tne 
ist of May, and hag~ been in constant 
operation since. 

‘Peachtree was first repaired from the 
viaduct to Ellis, thence to Pine. Frem 
there we went to Whitehall, then to 
Washington, then to Capitol avenue, 
then to South Pryor, then to North 
Pryor and then back to viaduct and 
again out Peachtree, and are today at 
Pine for the second time. We found as 
many holes to repair the second time as 
we repaired the first. 

“Now, since the street car company 
proposes at an early date to put down 
a new. track on Peachtree ouf to Sixth 
street, we will have to confine our 
asphalt repairs to the space about 2

I have not’ remained indifferent or 
inactive in reference to repairing Peach- 
tree, and that no lambasting shvouid be 
given me for its condition. 

“For ten years the contractors were 
required to keep it up, which they did 
not do, and never wil] do; their object 
being to let the pavement wear bodily 


| out by the end of the guarantee. 


‘T had no right to even discuss~the 
paving until April last. Since that time 
I have been diligent in my effort to 
place all asphalt streets in repair., divid- 
ing the work, as [| believe my oath of 
office and instructions of council re- 
quired. Asphalt paving is not on Wwe 
| make the assertion that it Is 
rapidly falling into disuse—in London, 
Paris, Berlin and in the United States. 
Baltimore officials informed me by let- 
ter that it is ‘too expensive a luxury for 
Baltimore.’ 

“A Toledo enmginéer, by letter, says if 
asphalt on @ inches of concrete, vitrified 
brick on concrete, granite blocks on 
concrete, asphalt blocks on concrete, 
modern 4-inch long-leaf Georgia pine 
wood blocks on. concrete could each be 
had at*the same price, he would un- 
hesitatingly take wood-block paving for 
all his streets. He has shown his faith 
by his works—he has put down 7 miles 
of saiq wood pavement, and after four 
yearg says it is the best pavment on 
earth. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the pavement 
now being put down,in Toledo is ngodern 
wood -block, at a cost of $2.50 for 3-inch 
blocks and $3 for 4-inch blocks. per 
square yard on concrete, when they can 
lay the best vitrified brick pavem t on 
earth for $1.50 to $1.65 per square yard. 

“We can put down wood blocks cheap- 
er than any other sgmeoth pavement, 
and it will last at least three ¢imes as 
long, and all the money would remain 
in Atlanta. I am perfectly willing for 
the people who pay for the pavement. 
after they are fully informed to select 
the kind of pavement they prefer. West 
Peachtree has petitioned for wood-bioek 
paving, and they are more than willing 
to pay for it. This is the whole sitva- 
tion as’'I see it after studying the sub- 
ject in almost every city of the contl- 
nent.” ‘ 

In reference to ’Mr. Collier's statement, 
printed in The Constitution Thursday, 
that the street caT company proposes to 
put down new tracks on Peachtree 
street at once, General Manager S. K. 
Glenn declares that Mr. Collier is mis- 
taken. Mr. Glenn says he told Mr. Col- 
lier that the street car company stood 
ready to put down new and heavier rails 
whenever the city began to lay a new 
pavement on the street. 

Situation is Serious. 

Editor Constitution: As I consider my- 
self a very severe sufferer on account of 
the present condition of the asphalt on 
Peachtree. especially beyond Pine street, 
I would like to add my name to the list 
of good citizens who are now try!ng to 
have something done toward improving 
matters. 

As I am a large taxpayer, directly and 
indirectly, I feel. for one, that: it is the 
duty of the clty government to keep a 
street of this kind in good order, and if 
this is not possible, I am willing to gub- 
scribe even $50 or $100 to a fund 89 
that the work can be undertaken. 

1 would make an investment this 
kind simply from a business standpoint, 
as last year three of my horses died. 
three went lame, and thig year out of 
three horses It is hardly possible for me 
to keep two in condition so that I can 
use them to my carriage. About every 
other week one of them becomes lame. 
Further, ‘all of my vehicles have become 
sprung and shaky, and I attribute this 
wear and tear entirely to the asphalt. I 
have a buggy that I hardly use, except 
to ride from my home on I[Anden street 
to my office in the English-American 
building, and it now rattles as bad as 
though it had been used for several years 
over rough mountain roads. 

I hope you will keep up your campaign 
seriously until the asphalt is properly 
repaired, and also see that Peachtree 
and every other asphalt thoroughfare is 
not allowed to get in such bad shape 
again.

16,000 ton battle ship Vermont, built for 
the United States government by the 
Fore River Shipbuitding Company, was 
successfully launched today. 

Thousands cheered and waved their hats 
as the hull rushed into the water. After 
the Jaunching the guests were entertained 
at a luncheon by the Fore River Com- 
pany. Informal. speeches fottowed the 
luncheon, President Roosevelt and «ie 
part he played in the peace negotiations 
being the favorite theme. 

The Vermont is one of the largest and 
most powerful of the ships of war that

The hull of the battle ship is of steel 
throughout. It is protected at the water 
line by a complefe belt of armor 9 feet 
3 inches wide; having a maximum thick- 
ness of |! inches for about 200 feet amid- 
ships.

cotton, and what is to be ‘their att:tude 
towards<world’s cotton spinners with the 
Strength’ as they will then see to be 
theirs hardly needs an expression of 
Opinion from us. 

Nevertheless it will mean, in our opin- 
ion, further announcements by Southern 
Cotton Association at the:r monthly meet- 
ings, of half cent advance or more dur- 
ing months of October, November, De- 
cember and monthly perhaps well into 
the new year of 1906. 

This statement we now make should, 
and we believe will, have effect of caus- 
ing withdrawal from market of prac- 
tically all cotton, not only in the south, 
but everywhere on both sides what may be 
until it shall be seen what’ may be 
minimum price to be recommended by 
Southern Cotton Association to its mem- 
bers for their acceptance at their next 
meeting, 6th proximo. , . 

Therefore it is hardly necessary to sug- 
gest that the situation from world’s cot- 
ton spinners’ point of view must be- 
come, under these circumstances, matter 
of very serious moment. 

Another element :n cotton market 
whose position in large measure will be 
dangerous is that represented by the 
enormous short interest in contracts, not 
only in New York, but at New Orleans 
and Liverpool,. because the basis of con- 
tracts—that is, spot cotton—being re- 
moved from market,. except at much 
higheer prices than now, will leave those 
who have had temerity to place them- 
selves in such a position, especially those 
responsible for extreme and unwarranted 
decline of today in state of “innocuous 


desuetude.”’
